Jones Ancestors 

The Jones relatives came to this area from Worth Carolina. 
Simon Peter Jones was the first to come. 

Great Grandpa Jones was a school teacher, merchant, 
postmaster, and farmer. He would raise vegetables to peddle in 
Stearns, Kentucky. Grandpa Jones (Moss) and Uncle Homer would 
take a team of mules and a wagon full of these vegetables and 
peddle ali day. They would stay so long that it would be pitch 
dark before they would get home. It would be so dark that they 
could not see the road ahead of them. They wouid turn the mules 
loose and let them find the way home. They would sit in the 
wagon, tell stories or sing while the wagon traveled over the 
rough road. The mules would always find the way to the barn. 

Mattie Cordell gave Uncle Herb a picture of herself. On 
Uncle Herb's way back home, he stopped off at Newt Lovitt's house 
and stole a cantelope. when Newt went out to get his prize 
cancelope he found Mattie Cordell's picture instead:

SIMON PETER JONES (II) 

Simon Peter Jones was born February 5, 1788 in Halifax County, 

N c. and died in Whitley County, Ky. March 12, 1879. He was the 
son of Simon Jones Sr. and Sarah Winter Jones, and the grandson 
of william and Sarah Jones of Halifax Co., N.C. 

He came to Whitley County, Ky. ca. 1820, reportedly accompanied 
by two brothers. One brother settled in Clay County, Ky. and the 
other brother, William, remained with Simon, and the story lb 
told that he, in midst of one of his frequent drinking 
became incapacitated and was found frozen to death. The trunk o, 
the tree where William was Down, was worn slick- thought to be 
due to the pain he had suffered and had patched the bark off 
the tree trunk with his hands and fingernails. Another bl of 
legend surrounding his appearance in Whitley county, i^ 
he left North Carolina because he thought he had coroa ^ted murder 
in that State. This proved to be false, for the man he had .e . 
for dead, recovered and removed that stigma-

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According to oil rnporte and storian- Sirson, at various tines, 
owned no sany ns twonty-soven slaves. Some o£ those slaves were 
known by mojrbere of the family with whom : have conversed. Five 
of his slaves were reportedly from the sane family and thair 
names wore Phil, Lewis, Cherry, Rose, and Rphram or 'Eef". Some 
interesting bits of folklore concerning those slaves include the 
true story of Phil's and Eaf’s being drafted Into the Union Army 
during the latter part of tho Civil War. I came across a letter 
in the Killian R. Steely Bible- written by Eat to Simon Jones and 
his brother and slaters. The letter, written at London, Ky. 
stated that he was * guarding our flags of Independence in 
London, Ky.’ Phil sorved in the Cavalry and returned to Whitley 
County at the War's end. Simon Jones turned down $1300.00 he was 
offorod for Phil. Phil is buried in the Pleasant Hill Cemetery 
with a military stone furnished by the government, Lewis married 
one of the Lewis Meadors slaves and he was sold to Mr. Meadors, 
Eaf lived in Williamsburg, Ky. after ho was given his freedom. 


Another interesting sidelight to Simon Jones was hie reaction to 
tho freeing of slaves after the war's end. It is said that 
hesold a slave for $1200 the day after the emancipation 
proclamation. He had to give the money back. He had supported 
Abraham Lincoln for president, but he became so mad he never 
voted the Republican party again, and to his death voted nothing 
but the Democratic ticket. 

Celeter Jones died January 13, 1866 at the age of 74. She is 
buried in the Jcllico Creek Church Cemetery. On March 14, 1867, 
Simon P. Jones married Sarah Louderoilk, age 55, in Whitley 
County, Kentucky. As his second wife, Sarah is buried in the 
Pleasant Hill Cemetery. 


It must be noted that through the Simon Jones lineage several 
persons were eligible to become members of the DAR and SAR. 

Simon Jones Sr. qualified as a "Patriot who performed actual 
service by overt acts of resistance to the authority of Great 
Britain". According to State Records of North Carolina, volume 
22, Page 1013 by Clarke - Simon Jones Sr. rendered material aid 
to the Revolutionary Army by furnishing forage. He was paid by 
Committee of Claims ar Halifax, N.C. October i, 1779,report 
number to Simon Jones Sr. for forage, voucher 367, Currency ^5, 

13.0.
